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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the references as applied teach the invention as 
presently claimed. Applicant argues that Watanabe does not disclose treatment with steam. However, Watanabe does employ steam 
(e.g. col. 3, lin 35). Applicant argues that the instant invention differs from Watanabe in producing a soybean powder free from 
disagreeable odor and taste and dispersible in water in a short process with inexpensive equipment. Remaining unallowed claim 1, 
recites none of these attributes except the powder form of the soybean (by way of pulverized fine particles). The term "short" is relative 
and indefinite. It would appear that the Watanabe process is short as it would be expected that time would be specifically recited if the 
process was long. Morevoer, the process does not appear to require expensive equipment, although such term also is relative and, 
therefore, indefinite. So far as the odor and taste attributes, Watanabe does offer a product having a "sweet smell" (col. 2, line 54); "good 
flavor" (col. 3, line 18), and a flavor which is contrary to "unsavoury taste" (col. 3, line 22). In addition, the product produced by Watanabe 
has a "very high content of water soluble proteins" thus indicating an improved dispersal to some degree (col. 3, lines 15). Thus, 
Watanabe does discloses attaining attributes intended by the instant invention in conjunction with an improved defatting process. 
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
